TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
SERVICES  AND  SANITARY  COMMITTEES  ; 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  Barnsley 
for  1945. 

Although  in  some  ways  not  quite  as  satisfactory  as  in  the  previous  year,  in  other 
ways  it  may  be  regarded  as  more  satisfactory.  For  instance,  although  there  was 
unfortunately  a regression  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  the  Maternal  Mortality 
Rate  touched  a new  low  level.  A large  epidemic  of  Measles  was  experienced 
during  the  year  but  on  the  other  hand  notifications  of  Diphtheria  were  appreci- 
ably low  and  for  the  second  year  in  succession  no  death  was  recorded.  The 
efforts  to  maintain  a high  percentage  of  immunized  children  in  the  community 
continue  although  with  the  decline  in  the  danger  of  Diphtheria  it  is  becoming 
noticeably  more  difficult  to  persuade  parents  to  have  their  children  immunized. 

The  Hospital  Services  have  operated  efficiently  although  hampered  by 
shortage  of  staff,  both  nursing  and  domestic. 

The  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Disease  problems  are  still  serious  but  are  at 
least  no  worse  than  they  were  in  the  previous  year.  The  introduction  of  Pencillin 
for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  has  been  a great  advance.  Both  these 
subjects  are  dealt  with  fully  on  pages  42  and  55  respectively. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  .staff  who  have  worked  loyally  and  conscienti- 
ously throughout  the  year  and  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation. 

And  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee,  I convey  my 
grateful  thanks  for  the  sustained  confidence  and  support  you  have  given  me  during 
the  year.

ANALYSIS  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


1.  The  estimated  population  in  1945  was  69,170,  an  increase  of  910  over  that 
for  the  previous  year. 

2.  The  number  of  live  births  in  Barnsley  in  1945  was  1,377,  comprising  704 
males  and  673  females.  48  males  and  46  females  were  illegitimate.  The 
total  number  of  births  is  less  by  163  than  the  number  registered  in  1944,  and 
gives  a birth  rate  of  19.90  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  22.50  for 
the  previous  year.  In  1945,  therefore,  the  birth  rate  has  dropped  by  two 
points.  This  rate,  however,  is  still  five  above  that  for  the  country  as  a whole 
and  is  the  same  as  that  for  the  Great  Towns,  including  London. 

3.  The  total  number  of  deaths  in  Barnsley  in  1945  was  845  comprising  449 
males  and  396  females.  This  total  is  43  above  the  total  for  1944  and  gives 
a death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  12,22.  compared  with  a death  rate 
of  11.75  for  the  previous  year.  These  are  crude  death  rates.  This  figure 
is  one  point  above  that  for  England  and  Wales  but  about  one  point  below 
the  Great  Towns,  including  London. 

4.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  per  1,000  total  births  (live  and  still)  for  the  year 
was  1.42,  compared  with  1.89  for  the  previous  year  and  2.84  in  1943. 

This  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  over  the  past  ten  years.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  1.79,  so  that  the  Barnsley  figure  is  appreciably  below 
that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Two  women  lost  their  lives  in  1945  from  causes  directly  attributable  to  child 
l^irth  and  neither  of  these  cases  was  due  to  sepsis.  As  one  of  these  cases  was 
due  to  operation,  the  hazards  of  which  cannot  be  entirely  prevented,  it  will 
be  seen  tliat  tlie  figure  in  Barnsley  for  1945  was  reasonably  satisfactory 
and  represents  a further  improvement  over  the  previous  years. 
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5.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  year  showed  an  increase  over  the  previous 
record  rate  for  1944,  A total  of  78  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  died 
in  the  Borough  in  1945  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  56. 

This  figure  is  10  above  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  2 above  that  for  the 
Great  Towns. 

This  was  a very  unwelcome  retrogression  but  one  which  was  partially 
forecast  in  my  report  for  last  year.  During  the  whole  of  the  year  a very 
careful  investigation  was  carried  out  by  Dr.  Blackwood  and  myself  into 
every  infant  death  and  our  findings  will  be  put  together  in  the  form  of  a report 
which  it  is  hoped  to  present  to  the  Committee  in  due  course. 

6.  103  people  died  of  Cancer  in  1945,  compared  with  98  in  1944. 

7.  Pneumonia  caused  52  deaths  compared  with  37  in  the  previous  year 
and  Bronchitis  58,  compared  with  50  in  1944.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
Respiratory  Diseases,  therefore,  has  increased  over  the  previous  year.  28 
children  under  one  year  of  age  died  from  Bronchitis  or  Pneumonia  and,  as  in 
previous  years,  the  remaining  cases  were  mainly  in  the  older  age-groups. 

8.  Heart  Disease  accounted  for  207  deaths,  and  intra-cranial  vascular  lesions 
for  77,  a slight  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

9.  As  regards  infectious  diseases,  the  main  of  the  year  was  the  extensive 
epidemic  of  measles  which  was  experienced.  Reference  was  made  to 
the  commencement  of  this  epidemic  in  my  report  for  1944,  when  34 
cases  of  the  disease  were  notified  in  December.  This  preliminary  warning  ' 
unfortunately  materialized  and  a total  of  1,777  cases  of  Measles  arose  in  the 
town,  causing  3 deaths. 

Apart  from  this  outbreak,  which  entailed  considerable  efforts  on  the  part 
of  the  Public  Health  Nurses  in  the  following-up  and  visiting  of  these  cases, 
there  was  no  outstanding  event  except  a further  drop  in  the  notifications  of 
Diphtheria  to  59, 

Once  again  it  is  most  gratifying  to  record  that  no  death  from  Diphtheria 
occurred  amongst  Barnsley  residents.  A soldier,  who  was  spending  a day 
or  two  in  the  town,  was  admitted  to  the  Kendray  Hospital  with  severe 
faucial  diphtheria  from  which  he  unfortunately  died  in  spite  of  every  effort 
to  save  him,  but  no  Barnsley  children  or  residents  succumbed  to  this  disease. 
This  is  the  second  consecutive  year  in  which  I have  been  able  to  report  no 
death  from  Diphtheria.  In  this  connection  I am  also  glad  to  be  able  to 
report  that  the  measuies  to  obtain  a high  percentage  of  acceptances  for 
Diphtheria  immunization  continue  although  at  times  it  is  difficult  to  bring 
home  to  the  people  the  importance  of  this  measure.  It  may  unfortunately 
be  the  case  that  with  the  drop  in  notifications  and  the  absence  of  deaths  that 
the  threat  of  diphtheria  will  tend  to  become  less  urgent  in  the  public  mind 
so  that  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  persuade  people  to  bring 
their  children  for  immunization. 

10.  As  in  previous  years,  the  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Disease  problems  have 
remained. 

As  regards  tuberculosis,  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  increase 
over  the  previous  year  ; according  to  the  number  of  examinations  carried 
out  there  has  been  a slight  decrease  but  the  problem  is  still  a very 
urgent  one,  more  especially  having  regard  to  the  unsatisfactory  living 
conditions  under  which  many  of  the  people  are  unavoidably  having  to  exist 
at  the  present  time.  The  Venereal  Diseases  problem  is  equally,  if  not  more, 
urgent,  although  again  I am  glad  to  say  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
any  regression  from  last  year.  There  is  in  fact  a welcome  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  early  Syphilis  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The 
introduction  of  the  new  drug  Penicillin  for  the  treatment  of  these  blots  on 
the  social  life  of  the  community  offers  new  hopes  for  rapid  and  effective 
treatment  and  the  chances  of  cure  have  been  greatly  increased.  There  is 
now  no  excuse  for  any  person  who  is  infected  to  remain  infected. 

For  full  information  on  both  tuberculosis  and  venereal  disease,  reference 
should  be  made  to  the  special  sections  devoted  to  these  subjects  in  the 
body  of  the  Report.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

Staff  changes  during  the  year  are  printed  on  Page  4 of  this  Report. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  total  number  of  examinations  carried  out  during  1945  numbered  9,735 
which  was  two  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  so  that  the  volume  of  work  carried 
out  during  the  year  remained  stable  and  suggests  that  the  work  of  the  Laboratory 
has  now  touched  a peak  having  regard  to  the  staffing  and  the  amount  of  space 
available.  A detached  list  of  the  examinations  is  given  in  the  adjoining  Table  9. 

During  the  year  a special  syringe  service  in  connection  particularly  with  the 
administration  of  Penicillin  was  tried,  but  although  the  results  were  very  satis- 
factory it  had,  unfortunately,  to  be  discontinued  owing  to  the  lack  of  staff  to 
undertake  the  extra  work  involved. 

Practical  assistance  was  afforded  to  the  Beckett  Hospital  Laboratory  on 
various  occasions,  which  has  helped  to  bring  both  these  Laboratories  into  a 
closer  working  relationship. 

During  the  year  I was  happy  to  report  that  Mr.  L.  R.  Reeves,  the  Senior 
Technician,  was  successful  in  obtaining  a Fellowship  of  the  Institute  of  Medical 
Laboratory  Technology. 

Miss  D.  Ewing  resigned  her  temporary  appointment  as  Technician  and  Mr. 
D.  Dean  was  appointed  in  her  place.  Mr.  Bryan  Woodhead  obtained  his  National 
Certificate  during  the  year  but  later  left  the  Laboratory  on  being  called  up  to 
H.M.  Forces. 

During  the  year  the  Laboratory  was  recognized  by  the  Institute  of  Medical 
Laboratory  Technology  as  a Training  Centre  for  Technicians. 

I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Laboratory 
for  the  good  work  put  in  during  the  year.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(1)  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  a new  Austin  Ambulance  was  procured  thus  greatly 
strengthening  the  Infectious  Diseases  ambulance  facilities. 

As  a result  the  old  Austin  which  had  been  in  service  for  over  twenty  years 
was  dispensed  with.  The  present  fleet  of  ambulances,  now  consist  of 
three,  and  the  arrangements  for  servicing  have  continued  and  proved 
satisfactory. 

(2)  Ambulances  for  General  Cases  and  Accidents. 

The  Ambulances  for  general  and  accident  cases  are  now  under  the 
administration  of  the  Chief  Constable,  the  Civil  Defence  Ambulance  service 
previously  administered  under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  now  having 
been  wound  up. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Constable  for  the  following  details  of  the 
operation  of  the  Police  Ambulances  during  the  year  1945  : — 

During  the  year  the  Ambulances  have  been  used  on  9,945  occasions, 
covering  36,995  miles.  There  were  9,424  cases  within  the  Borough,  434  cases 
outside  the  Borough,  and  87  cases  for  surrounding  Authorities  under  the 
Sheffield  Hospitals  Council  Ambulance  Service  Mutual  Assistance  scheme. 

CLINICS. 

The  arrangements  for  Clinics  in  the  town  have  remained  unchanged  through- 
out the  year. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  LOCAL  MEDICAL  PROFESSION. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  continued  to  act  a Honorary  Secretary 
of  the  Barnsley  Division  of  the  British  Medical  Association  and  the  integration 
between  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  work  of  the  general  Practitioners 
continues  to  be  very  close  and  satisfactory.

ST.  HELEN  MUNICIPAL  GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 

STAFFING. 

Dr.  Rogozen,  the  Deputy  Medical  Superintendent,  resigned  in  May  1945  and 
returned  to  America,  and  Dr.  Edward  Wilson  was  appointed  in  his  place  and  took 
up  his  duties  on  the  19th  June,  1945.  Dr.  Wilson  has  brought  to  his  duties  an 
extensive  previous  experience  of  obstetrics  and  an  enthusiasm  and  a real  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  his  patients,  and  the  obstetrical  work  of  the  Hospital  has  now 
reached  a very  high  level.  Dr.  D.  Canter  was  appointed  as  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  early  in  the  year. 

Again,  throughout  the  year  the  position  as  regards  Nursing  staff  has  been 
extremely  difficult  and  there  have  been  times  when  the  capacity  of  the  Nurses 
has  been  strained  to  the  utmost.  I am  glad  to  report,  however,  that  although 
at  times  it  was  necessary  to  limit  the  admission  of  patients  all  serious  commitments 
were  successfully  met. 

I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Matron  and  the  Nursing  staff  for  the 
excellent  work  they  have  put  in  under  very  difficult  and  trying  conditions. 

A review  of  the  clerical  staffing  position  was  undertaken  during  the  year  and 
Mr.  M.  Davison  was  seconded  from  the  Public  Health  Department  as  clerk  as  from 
the  10th  December  1945.  This  has  resulted  in  the  clerical  work  of  the  Hospital 
being  put  on  a considerably  firmer  basis. 

The  domestic  staffing  position  also  at  times  has  been  difficult  although  it 
seems  to  be  a little  easier  than  in  previous  years.  I wish  to  thank  all  the  staff  at 
the  Hospita  for  the  excellent  work  put  in  during  the  year.

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

Institutional  provision  for  Mental  Defectives  is  provided  at  the  St.  Catherine’s 
Institution,  Doncaster,  of  which  Barnsley  is  a Constituent  Authority.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  there  were  52  cases  from  Barnsley  in  the  St.  Catherine’s  Certified 
Institution  : 18  males  and  34  females.  In  addition,  one  female  patient  and  one 
male  patient  were  on  licence  leave. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Unfortunately,  as  I suggested  might  happen  in  my  report  last  year,  the 
phenomenally  low  figure  of  40  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  experienced  in  1944 
was  not  continued  in  1945,  and  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  jumped  up  again  to  56. 
It  is  difficult  to  be  certain  as  to  the  causes  for  this  unwelcome  regression  becau.se 
as  far  as  I can  judge  there  was  no  diminution  in  the  efficiency  and  extent  of  the 
services  in  1945.  During  the  year,  however,  a detailed  investigation  into  the 
causes  of  infant  deaths  was  undertaken  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Blackwood,  and 
it  is  hoped  to  make  a report  on  the  results  of  the  investigation  at  a later  date. 
The  investigation,  however  did  show  that  apart  from  the  treatment  of  prematura 
babies,  which  is  a very  highly  specialized  branch  of  paediatrics,  the  main  cause 
of  the  high  infant  mortality  was  to  be  found  in  association  with  unsatisfactory 
living  and  social  conditions. 

MIDWIFERY  SERVICES. 

The  number  of  Midwives  practising  in  Barnsley  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
25.  This  number  included  9 Domiciliary  Mid  wives  of  which  one  was  in  private 
practice,  and  15  in  Municipal  Hospitals  and  one  in  Private  Nursing  Home.  The 
total  number  of  cases  attended  by  these  Mid  wives  was  1606. 

Medical  Aid  was  summoned  by  Mid  wives  under  Section  (4),  of  the  Midwives 
Act  on  266  occasions. 


DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE.

These  have  been  run  entirely  as  in  previous  years.  During  the  year  7,048 
attendances  have  been  made,  compared  with  9,324  attendances  during  1944. 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  St.  Helen  Hospital,  the  Pindar  Oaks  Maternity  Home, 
the  New  Street  Medical  Services  Clinic  ; at  Stairfoot,  and  at  Lund  wood. 

POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

During  the  year,  285  attendances  were  made  at  the  Post-natal  Clinics  at 
the  Medical  Services  Clinic,  which  have  continued  as  in  previous  years. 

CONSULTING  CLINIC. 

The  work  of  this  Clinic  has  continued  : 102  cases  were  seen  during  the  year, 
who  made  a total  of  146  attendances. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

11  notifications  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  received  during  the  year. 

Six  were  treated  in  the  Kendray  Hospital  and  five  in  the  St.  Helen  Hospital. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

2 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  in  1945.  Both  cases  recovered 
without  impairment  of  vision. 

MATERNAL  DEATHS. 

There  were  three  deaths  in  1945  in  Barnsley  associated  with  pregnancy. 
These  were  due  to  : — 

(1)  Forceps  delivery  and  Pulmonary  Embolism  on  the  13th  day. 

(2)  Acute  Cardiac  failure  due  to  Myocarditis,  due  to  Chronic  Bronchitis  and 
Emphysema,  (the  patent  being  admitted  moribund). 

(3)  Obstetric  Shock. 

INSTITUTIONAL  TREATMENT  OF  MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN. 

This  has  not  varied  from  previous  years. 

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

The  Health  Visitors  continued  the  work  of  the  high  quality  to  which  I made 
reference  in  last  year’s  Report. 

The  shortage  of  Health  Visitors  and  the  increased  amount  of  visiting  as  a 
result  of  the  increased  birth  rate,  as  also  the  additional  work  entailed  by  the 
increased  interest  taken  in  the  sociological  aspect  of  disease,  is  making  an  added 
strain  on  the  work  of  Health  Visitors. 
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The  work,  however,  has  continued  and  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Health 
Visitors  for  the  work  they  have  put  in. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centres  have  continued  to  function  as  in  previous  years. 
Details  of  the  attendances  will  be  found  in  Table  16.

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ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 

Dental. 

Mr.  J.  K.  Penney,  L.D.S.,  took  up  his  duties  as  Senior  Dental  Officer  in 
January  1945,  succeeding  Mr.  H.  J.  Eagleson.  The  arrears  of  work  which  had 
accumulated  during  the  previous  year  owing  to  the  temporary  lack  of  staff  were 
almost  made  up  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  K.  Penney,  for  the  following  report  ; — 

While  the  number  of  patients  referred  to  the  Dental  Clinic  by  the  Medical 
Officers,  have  been  somewhat  less  than  the  numbers  referred  in  previous  years, 
the  number  of  visits  and  the  amount  of  treatment  given  have  been  maintained. 

The  treatment  advised  has  been  mainly  conservative,  unless  where  otherwise 
indicated.  There  is  still  a considerable  amount  of  opposition  to  conservative 
treatment,  among  the  older  type  of  patient,  and  I must  admit  I have  lost  some 
patients  through  refusing  their  demand  for  extractions  and  dentures.  However, 
the  means  justified  the  end,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  fillings  completed 
for  the  year  are  the  highest  since  the  inception  of  the  service  ; while  the  number 
of  extractions  is  the  lowest. 

The  number  of  dentures  supplied  have  been  much  less  than  those  supplied 
in  previous  years.  The  reason  being  that  when  I took  over  in  January  1945,  prac- 
tically all  the  denture  cases  were  completed. 

The  incidence  of  pregnancy  gingivitis  has  been  much  higher  during  the  latter 
war  years,  this  is  due,  I suspect  primarily,  to  the  strain  and  uncertainty  of  life 
during -the  last  five  years,  and  secondly  to  the  general  deficiency  in  diet,  which 
cannot  be  made  up  on  a short  intensive  course  of  synthetic  vitamins.  This 
disease  has  necessitated  many  visits  for  scaling  and  gum  treatments  and  are  re- 
corded under  the  classification  “ other  operations.”

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  WATER. 

Circular  28/46  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  asks  that  special  reference  be  made 
to  matters  relating  to  the  water  supply  of  the  town.  There  is  little  to  add  to  what 
was  said  in  my  Report  of  last  year. 


Throughout  the  whole  of  the  year  the  water  supply  of  the  area  with  regard 
to  both  quality  and  quantity  has  been  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  water  are  not  made  regularly  but 
some  chemical  examination  is  made  quarterly.  Bacteriological  examination 
of  the  water  as  supplied  are  made  fortnightly,  and  the  examinations  have  shown 
consistently  that  the  water  is  pure  and  potable.  Being  from  an  upland  surface, 
the  water  is  of  a good  natural  quality  but  it  has  a plumbo-solvent  action.  To 
counteract  this,  the  water,  after  filtration,  is  treated  with  lime  and  daily  examina- 
t ons  of  pH.  and  alkalinity  are  carried  out.  I have  nothing  to  suggest  that  any 
lead  poisoning  has  been  caused  in  the  area  of  the  supply.  All  the  water  is  chlorin- 
ated and  daily  tests  for  residual  chlorine  are  taken  in  the  town.  Records  of  the 
chlorine  dose  are  maintained  by  automatic  apparatus. 

All  dwelling  houses  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  within  the  area  of 
supply  are  supplied  from  pubhc  water  mains  and  none  by  standpipes. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Waterworks  Department  will  shortly  be  opening 
its  own  Laboratory  for  the  detailed  examination  and  bacteriological  examination 
of  the  water. 

During  the  year  24.20  inches  of  rainfall  was  registered  at  Barnsley  (Jordan 
Hill)  and  42.02  inches  at  Midhope  Reservoir. 

(ii).  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

No  private  streets  were  made  in  1945,  nor  were  any  alterations  or  improve- 
ments to  the  Sewage  Disposal  works  done  or  additional  sewers  laid. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  was  nothing  of  note  in  1945.

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SECTION  D. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  (excluding  Tuber- 
culosis) received  in  the  year  was  2,293.  In  addition  some  39  cases  were  notified 
which  were  subsequently  found  not  to  be  infectious  disease.  This  is  considerably 
in  excess  of  the  figure  for  1944  and  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  the  current 
year  1,777  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  compared  with  only  104  in  the  previous 
year.  Apart  from  this  increase  and  with  the  exception  of  Pneumonia  there  was 
a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  notifications  received  of  all  other  infectious 
diseases.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

59  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria  wera  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with 
102  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  these,  53  were  admitted  to  the  Kendray  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  clinical 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  48. 

There  was  no  deatli  recorded  from  Diphtheria  in  1945  amongst  Barnsly  res- 
idents although  one  soldier  coming  from  another  area  and  staying  in  Barnsley 
for  a short  period  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  suffering  from  Diphtheria  and 
subsequently  died. 

This  is  the  second  consecutive  year  in  which  no  death  was  recorded  from 
Diphtheria  in  Barnsley. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNIZATION. 

The  diminishing  incidence  of  Diphtheria  as  well  as  lack  of  fatalities  must  be 
related  to  the  Diphtheria  immunization  work  and  below  is  given  the  numbers 
of  children  immunized  throughout  the  year  : —

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  percentage  of  children  immunized  under  five  years 
was  estimated  to  be  73.59%  and  over  five  years  of  age  90.08%. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

154  suspected  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  297  in  the  previous  year. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

4 cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  and  admitted  to  the  Kendray  Isolation 
Hospital  but  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

PNEUMONIA. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  Pneumonia,  there 
being  160  in  1945,  compared  with  123  in  1944.  31  of  these  cases  were  admitted 

to  the  Kendray  Isolation  Hospital  and  5 to  the  St.  Helen  Hospital. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER. 

16  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  were  notified.  The  diagnosis  was  confirmed 
in  3 cases.  There  was  one  death — a boy  who  died  in  the  Royal  Hospital,  Sheffield. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

11  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified.  6 cases  were  admitted  to  the 
Kendray  Isolation  Hospital.  There  was  no  death  due  to  Puerperal  Pyrexia  or 
Sepsis. 

MEASLES. 

1,777  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year.  It  was  an  extensive 
epidemic  of  Measles  which  occurred  throughout  the  town.  There  had  been  an 
increase  noticed  in  December  1944  and  from  January  to  May  1945  the  incidence 
remained  high,  there  being  744  cases  notified  in  March. 

3 deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  Measles. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

97  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  diagnosis  being 
subsequently  amended  in  one  case.  20  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Kendray 
Isolation  Hospital.

SPECIAL  MEASURES  TO  DEAL  WITH  LOUSINESS. 

There  has  been  no  departure  from  the  routine  as  described  in  my  Report  for 
1943. 

SCABIES. 

During  the  year  the  arrangement  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  at  the  Public 
Baths  and  at  the  Medical  Services  Clinip  was  continued. 

A total  of  451  adults  and  72  Infants  attended  for  treatment  at  the  Public 
Baths,  and  4 Adults  and  6 Infants  attended  the  New  Street  Clinic. 

701  school  children  were  also  treated. 


KENDRAY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Table  25  gives  a summary  of  cases  admitted,  discharged,  and  died,  in  the 
Kendray  Isolation  Hospital  during  the  year  1945. 

A total  of  575  oases  were  admitted  in  1945,  compared  with  584  in  1944.  A 
total  of  19  deaths  occurred  six  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  died.  This  was  a soldier  who  had  come  to  stay  in 
the  town  for  a day  or  two,  and  was  not  a Barnsley  case. 

There  was  one  death  certified  as  being  due  to  Scarlet  Fever. 

I have  already  referred  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report  to  the  new  Matron, 
l^iss  Withers,  who  took  up  her  duties  in  January.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


REPORT  ON  THE  WORK  OF  THE  CLINIC  FOR  DISEASES  OF  THE  CHEST. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  T.  G.  O'Donnell,  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  for 
the  following  report  : — 

“ The  number  of  new  cases  investigated  at  the  Chest  Clinic  during  the  year 
was  246  (excluding  contacts) . 67  of  them  being  found  to  be  definitely  tuberculous. 

Whereas  in  1944 — 245  cases  were  examined  and  73  were  found  to  be  definitely 
tuberculous  and  in  1943 — 385  cases  were  examined  and  80  were  found  to  be 
tuberculous.  These  figures  sho:/  that  there  is  a decrease  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  for  1945.  But  the  number  is  still  high. 

The  number  of  contacts  examined  during  the  year  was  125  and  4 of  them  were 
found  to  be  definitely  tuberculous.  Whereas  in  1944 — 200  contacts  were  examined 
and  6 were  found  to  be  tuberculous.  Every  effort  is  made  to  get  contacts  to  attend 
the  Chest  Clinic  for  examination.  Child  contacts  are  the  most  susceptible  to 
the  disease  and  need  frequent  clinical  and  X-ray  examinations  over  a number 
of  years.  They  are  all  Mantoux  tested  at  the  Clinic  and  those  that  are  found  to 
be  negative  at  the  first  attendance  are  done  again  at  a later  date. 

Thirteen  cases  were  written  off  the  Dispensary  Register  as  recovered  in 
the  year  under  review. 

The  number  of  definitely  tuberculous  cases  on  the  Chest  Clinic  Register  for  the 
year  was  441  and  for  1944  the  number  was  431. 

The  proportion  of  pulmonary  to  non-pulmonary  new  cases  including  contacts 
for  the  year  was  similar  to  that  of  1944. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  register  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  470, 
whereas  in  1944  the  number  was  471. 

Eighteen  cases  were  transferred  to  other  areas  during  the  year  and  14  cases 
were  placed  on  the  Register  as  transfers  from  other  areas  and  cases  returned 
after  previous  discharge  under  Head  C of  Table  N. 

47  cases  were  written  off  during  the  year  as  dead  (all  causes)  compared  to 
28  cases  written  off  as  dead  (all  causes)  in  1944. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  dispensary  for  the  year  was  2,987  whereas 
in  1944  the  number  was  4,279.  This  decrease  in  the  attendances  in  1945  can  be 
explained  by  changes  in  the  Nursing  staff  and  to  nursing  staff  .shortage  for  a 
large  portion  of  the  year.  To  keep  the  attendances  up  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  the 
Tuberculosis  Visitors  have  to  visit  the  homes  regularly,  and  as  there  was  only 
one  Tuberculosis  visitor  for  a large  portion  of  the  year  under  review  the  attend- 
ances were  bound  to  suffer.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Clinic  will  be  fully  staffed 
during  the  coming  year.

Cases  requiring  Hospital  treatment  were  sent  to  Mount  Vernon  Sanatorium, 
the  Tuberculosis  ward  at  Kendray  Hospital  for  children  and  to  Kirbymoorside 
Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

Memo  266/T.  (Tuberculosis  Allowances),  was  fully*  utilised  during  the  year 
and  as  in  previous  years  the  patients  appreciated  this  very  useful  scheme  as  it 
allowed  them  to  undergo  their  treatment  knowing  that  their  families  would  be 
financially  secure  while  treatment  and  supervision  lasted.  The  following  is  a 
brief  statement  of  the  expenditure  under  this  scheme  during  1945.

Rehabilitation  of  the  Tuberculous. 

A number  of  cases  who  were  found  to  be  fit  for  employment  other  than  the 
work  they  did  before  their  illness  were  recommended  by  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis 
Officer  as  suitable  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service,  Employment 
Exchange,  Barnsley,  to  receive  a course  of  Instruction  in  trades  which  would  not 
be  injurious  to  their  health.  These  cases  were  sent  by  the  Employment  Exchange 
to  various  centres  all  over  the  country  for  a course  of  training  which  usually 
lasts  six  months.  During  their  course  of  training  they  receive  an  allowance 
similar  to  the  allowance  under  Memo.  266/T. 

U.V.L.  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Chest  Clinic  and  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  respond  to  this  form  of  treatment.  Particulars  of  this  treatment 
will  be  found  in  the  tables  supplied  by  the  Tuberculosis  Visitor  who  carries  out 
this  treatment." 

The  following  is  the  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Mount  Vernon  Sanatorium, 
and  the  Children’s  Block  at  Kendray  Hospital  Annexe  for  Tubercular  Children. 
I am  indebted  to  Dr.  O’Donnell,  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  details  : — 

(a).  MOUNT  VERNON  SANATORIUM. 

" During  the  year  116  patients  received  treatment  at  Mount  Vernon  Sana- 
torium. The  institution  is  utilised  for  early,  intermediate  and  advanced  pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis  and  observation  cases.  This  is  not  a very  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment as  the  early,  advanced  and  observation  cases  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
segregated.  As  only  a few  of  the  cubicles  are  heated  the  institution  is  unsuitable 
for  the  nursing  of  advanced  and  elderly  cases,  and  for  patients  who  are  also  suffering 
from  rheumatism.  There  are  also  not  enough  single  cubicles  which  are  essential 
for  the  admission  of  observation  cases.  The  institution  is  urgently  in  need  of  a 
sputum  mug  sterilizer  as  the  present  method  of  disposal  of  sputum  is  unsatisfactory.

There  was  one  patient  at  Finder  Fields  Ejmergency  Hospital,  Wakefield, 
on  1/1/45,  remaining  from  1944  where  he  was  adjnitted  for  left  thoracoplasty  on 
10/11/44,  and  he  returned  to  the  Sanatorium  on  112/1/45.

The  male  observation  case  was  admitted  with  a history  of  dyspnoea  and 
hemoptysis  and  the  two  female  observation  cases  were  suffering  from  pleurisy. 
Cases  of  pleurisy  do  very  well  with  sanatorium  treatment,  but  only  a small  number 
of  cases  can  be  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  as  there  are  not  a sufficient  number 
of  single  cubicles  and  the  remainder  must  rest  at  home  under  the  care  of  their 
own  doctor  under  supervision  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  which  is  not  as 
successful  as  Sanatorium  treatment.  If  there  was  a ward  for  advanced  Pul- 
monary cases  at  Kendray  Hospital,  the  majority  of  these  pleurisy  cases  could  be 
admitted  for  Sanatorium  treatment.  90%  of  cases  of  pleurisy  are  tuberculous 
and  consequently  need  sanatorium  treatment.

During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  on  two  occasions  to  transfer  some  of 
the  patients  from  the  Sanatorium  to  Kendray  Hospital  on  account  of  nursing 
and  domestic  staff  shortage  at  the  Sanatorium. 

One  Tb.  + 3 patient  died  during  the  1st  period  at  Kendray  Hospital. 

One  Tb.-i-3  patient  was  discharged  and  one  Tb.  Obs.  case  was  discharged 
during  the  first  period  at  Kendray  Hospital. 

Two  lb. 4- 3 patients  and  one  Tb. — patient  were  admitted  to  Kendray  Hospital 
during  the  first  period.

EXTENT  OF  RESIDENTIAL  TREATMENT  AND  OBSERVATION  IN  THE  SANATORIUM  DURING  1945. 
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NUMBER  OF  PATIENTS  SUFFERING  FROM  NON-PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 
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Evex'y  effort  should  be  made  to  secure  an  adequate  number  of  trained  nurses 
for  the  Sanatorium  patients  to  prevent  very  infectious  patients  being  discharged 
home  to  overcrowded  houses  where  they  are  a great  source  of  danger 
to  other  occupants,  particularly  child  contacts,  who  are  very- 
susceptible.  For  example,  a Tuberculosis  +3  patient  took  his  disharge 
from  the  Sanatorium  in  September,  1945,  against  medical  advice.  He  had  no 
home  of  his  own  and  went  to  lodge  with  friends.  Within  a month  of  his  discharge 
his  friend’s  child  aged  4 years,  became  ill  and  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  child  is  now  a patient  in  the  Tb.  children’s  ward 
at  Kendray  Hospital  and  is  improving,  and  the  patient  who  infected  the  child 
died  in  January  1946 

As  stated  in  previous  reports  a great  number  of  improvements  are  needed 
at  the  Sanatorium  e.g.  (1)  Central  heating  of  cubicles  and  wards  (2)  the  provision 
of  a sufficient  number  of  single  cubicles  for  observation  cases  (3)  Recreation  rooms 
for  male  and  female  patients  (4)  separate  ward  for  elderly  advanced  and  incurable 
cases,  (5)  new  X-ray  plant  and  building  to  house  it  adjacent  to  the  treatment 
block,  (6)  Sputum  sterilizer  (one  has  been  ordered,  but  was  not  supplied  during 
1945)  and  a bed  pan  sterilizer. 

Artificial  Pneumothorax  is  performed  in  all  suitable  cases  admitted  to  the 
Sanatorium  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Combined  with  Sanatorium 
treatment  it  gives  the  best  results  in  cases  who  are  really  suitable  for  this  form 
of  treatment.  But  the  patients  who  are  suitable  for  this  form  of  treatment  are 
only  a small  percentage  of  the  number  admitted  during  the  year.  The  remainder 
of  the  pulmonary  cases  were  too  advanced  to  benefit  from  this  form  of  treatment. 

Other  methods  of  collapse  therapy  are  performed  by  Mr.  Allison,  the  Con- 
sultant Thoracic  Surgeon,  in  these  cases  where  artificial  Pneumothorax  Treatment 
was  insufficient  by  itself,  impracticable  or  inadvisable.  The.se  cases  are  trans- 
ferred to  Pinder  Fields  Emergency  Hospital,  where  Mr.  Allison  performs  these 
operations. 

Mr.  Allison  visits  the  Sanatorium  regularly  to  see  cases  who  may  benefit 
from  special  surgical  treatment.  Unfortunately  the  number  of  cases  who  are 
suitable  for  this  form  of  treatment  are  also  very  small.  The  following  operations 
were  performed  by  Mr.  Allison  at  Pinder  Fields  Emergency  Hospital  during  1945  : —

Gold  treatment  was  not  given  to  any  patient  at  the  Sanatorium  during  the 
year.  Its  effect  on  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  very  doubtful. 

The  screening  of  A.P.  cases  examination  of  sputum  and  pleural  effusions,  etc,, 
and  various  blood  tests  mentioned  in  previous  reports  were  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

All  nursing  and  domestic  staff  are  examined.  X-rayed,  and  mantoux  tested 
on  taking  up  employment  at  the  Sanatorium,  and  all  the  domestic  and  nursing 
staff  are  X-rayed  every  six  months. 

Full  use  has  been  made  of  the  Tuberculosis  Allowance  Scheme  as  outlined 
in  Memo.  266/T.  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  during  1945.  This  scheme  removes 
financial  worries  from  patients  who  have  to  undergo  treatment  for  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  It  is  a pity  that  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  are  not  eligible  for  the 
allowances,  curable  and  incurable. 

Occupational  therapy  is  encouraged  at  the  Sanatorium  as  it  keeps  the  patients 
minds  occupied  and  relieves  boredom.  As  outlined  in  Circular  5/45  of  the  Minis- 
try of  Health,  patients  can  pursue  educational  courses  if  they  so  desire  at  the 
Sanatorium  either  general  or  vocational  education  in  which  they  are  interested. 
The  Education  Department  has  provided  an  instructor  to  visit  the  Sanatorium 
to  instruct  in  arts  and  crafts.  The  Education  Department  does  not  charge  any 
fee  for  any  course  the  patients  desire  to  take  up. 
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The  Senior  Dental  Surgeon  visits  the  Sanatorium  regularly  to  attend  to  the 
dental  condition  of  the  patients.  Particulars  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
Senior  Dental  Surgeon. 

Patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints  are  sent  to  Kirby- 
moerside  and  Oswestry  Orthopaedic  Hospitals.  Particulars  will  be  found  in  the 
Orthopaedic  report.  Orthopaedic  patients  with  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  treated 
at  the  Sanatorium  and  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  visits  them  when  required. 


(B).  TUBERCULOSIS  CHILDRENS’  BLOCK.— KENDRAY  HOSPITAL. 

During  1945,  28  children  received  treatment  in  the  Isolation  Block  at  Kendray 
Hospital  for  Pulmonary  and  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  As  in  previous  years 
this  ward  has  proved  its  value  in  providing  Sanatorium  treatment  for  tuber- 
culous children.  All  the  bed‘5  at  the  Sanatorium  were  needed  for  the  treatment 
of  adult  patients  and  it  is  a more  satisfactory  arrangement  to  treat  children  in 
an  entirely  separate  section  away  from  adult  patients.

A guinea 
pig  which  was  inoculated  with  a specimen  of  her  urine  was  found  on  post  mortem 
to  be  tuberculous.  Clinical  and  X-ray  examinations  suggest  that  the  disease 
is  confined  to  the  left  kidney  and  her  left  kidney  will  be  removed  early  in  1946 
if  the  right  kidney  is  free  of  disease.

The  number  of  cases  under  treatment  or  observation  on  1st  January,  1945, 
was  440  ; 252  males  and  188  Females*  whereas  on  the  corresponding  date  in  1944, 
the  number  under  treatment  and  observation  was  436 ; 191  males  and  245 

females. 

77  cases  removed  from  the  register  during  any  previous  year  returned  during 
the  year  under  review,  for  treatment  or  observation  of  the  same  infection. 

The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  for  the  first  time  during  the  year  under

There  is  an  appreciable  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  early  Syphilis, 
compared  to  1944,  but  the  number  is  still  high,  i.e.  20  males  and  22  females. 
There  were  more  females  than  males.  There  was  no  appreciable  difference  in  the 
number  of  late  cases  attending  for  the  first  time  in  1945  compared  to  1944. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Congenital  Syphilis  reported  for  the  first  time  in  1945, 
compared  to  16  cases  in  1944.  Most  of  these  cases  reported  because  some  serious 
complication  had  developed  which  w'ill  be  gone  into  later  in  the  report. 

No  cases  of  Soft  Chancre  reported  for  treatment  during  the  year. 

Gonorrhoea :

Non-Venereal  Conditions — 162  cases  reported  during  year,  116  male,  46  females 
and  in  1944,  205  new  cases  reported,  131  male,  74  females. 

31  new  cases  (21  male,  10  females),  were  dealt  with  for  tne  first  time  during 
the  year  compared  to  23  cases  (18  male,  5 female)  in  1944  known  to  have  received 
treatment  for  the  same  infection,  or  to  have  been  under  observation  at  other  centres. 

922  patients  (550  male,  372  female),  attended  the  centre  during  the  year  and 
926  patients  (507  male,  419  female),  during  1944. 

96  cases  were  discharged  after  completion  of  treatment  and  final  tests  of  cure 
or  after  diagnosis  as  non  venereal. 

The  number  of  cases  which  ceased  to  attend  before  completion  of  treatment 
who  were  on  the  first  attendance  suffering  from  : —

The  number  of  defaulters  of  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea  cases  is  ver}^  high 
while  the  diseases  are  still  transmissable.  The  females  are  visited  in  their  homes 
by  the  V.D.  Visitor  and  she  gets  many  promises  by  defaulters  to  attend  but  very 
few  of  them  keep  these  promises. 

No  patient  died  from  Venereal  disease  who  was  attending  the  Centre 
during  the  year. 

No  patient  died  from  treatment  or  complications  during  the  year. 
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One  patient  died  from  an  intercurrent  illness  (hemiplegia). 

104  patients  (58  male,  46  female)  ceased  to  attend  after  completion  of  treat- 
ment but  before  completing  final  tests  of  case. 

37  patients  were  transferred  to  other  centres  during  the  year  under  report. 

460  patients  remained  under  treatment  on  31st  December,  1945. 

The  number  of  cases  in  the  following  stages  of  Syphilis  which  failed  to  com- 
plete one  course  of  treatment  of  Arsenic  and  Bismuth  were  . 

Syphilis  : Primary,  5 males,  2 females ; Secondary  : 2 males,  1 female , 
Late;  3 males,  1 female;  .Congenital:  1 male,  5 females. 

This  type  of  defaulting  is  very  serious  to  the  patients  themselves  because  a 
few  injections  of  Arsenic  and  Bismuth  encourages  the  onset  of  Precocious  Tert- 
ioneium  (early  appearance  of  Visceral  and  Neuro-Syphilis),  and  if  the  above  early 
cases  continue  their  promiscuous  habits  they  transmit  the  disease  as  they  are  still 
infectious,  bhere  are  no  powers  to  compel  these  defaulters  to  attend  for 

treatment. 

Attendances. — There  weie  9,132  attendances  (5,382  male,  3,750  female) 
for  individual  attention  of  the  medical  officers  during  the  year  compared  to  9,853 
(5,757  male,  4,096  female)  in  1944.  The  use  of  Penicillin  certainly  reduced  the 
number  of  attendances  for  1945.  It. was  not  available  until  the  second  half  of  1945_ 

There  were  859  female  attendances  for  Inter-mediate  treatment,  compared 
to  1973  in  1944. 

In-Patients.— 12  patients  (4  male,  8 female)  were  admitted  to  Kendray 
Hospital  for  Penicillin  treatment  of  Syphilis  during  the  year.  The  number  is  small 
because  permission  to  admit  these  patients  to  hospital  was  not  given  until  towards 
the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  centre  to  give  at  least  five  courses  of 
Arsenic  and  Bismuth  to  Primary  cases  as  well  as  Penicillin.  Two  females  attended 
the  Centre  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Primary  Syphilis 
and  both  females  give  a man’s  name  who  resides  in  the  West  Riding  as  the  person 
who  infected  them.  As  this  man  was  reported  on  tv/o  Forms  I.,  33  B Regulation 
he  was  compelled  to  attend  a Special  Practitioner  for  exarnination.  He  attended 
this  Centre  and  he  produced  a treatment  card  from  the  Army,  which  stated  that 
he  had  Penicillin  treatment  for  Primary  Syphilis  when  he  was  in  the  Army  six 
months  previously.  On  examination  he  had  a primary  sore,  and  he  stated  that 
this  sore  was  in  the  same  site  as  the  sore  he  had  six  months  previously  and  for  which 
he  received  Penicillin  treatment.  He  stated  the  second  sore  appeared  about  2 
weeks  before  he  attended  the  Centre,  and  that  the  first  sore  healed  up  with 
Penicillin  treatment.  In  the  Army  he  was  not  given  any  Arsenic  and  Bismuth 
therapy.  This  example  shows  that  Penicillin  treatment  alone  is  not  sufficient  in 
itself  and  Arsenic  and  Bismuth  Therapy  is  also  necessary. 

303  cases  were  treated  with  Penicillin  during  the  year  under  report,  321 
of  these  cases  were  treated  for  Gonorrhoea  (177  male,  144  female).  The  acute 
cases  of  Gonorrhoea  (male  and  female),  responded  and  over  90%  of  them  are  under- 
going tests  of  cure,  but  in.  the  chronic  cases  (male  and  female),  the  results  are  not 
so  satisfactory.  The  Penicillin  treatment  of  Gonorrhoea  consists  of  5 injections 
of  30.000  units  at  2 hourly  intervals.  Some  of  the  chronic  cases  have  received 
4 and  5 courses  of  this  treatment  but  still  show  pus  on  the  slide.  It  is  recommended 
for  chronic  cases  to  give  Penicillin  at  3 hourly  injections  for  a period  of  72  to  96 
hours.  Up  to  now  this  course  necessitates  these  patients  going  to  hospital,  and 
as  the  patients  are  working  they  refuse  to  do  so,  partly  through  fear  of  their 
compla,int  becoming  known  to  their  relatives  and  neighbours.  A new  preparation 
of  Penicillin  suspended  in  an  oily  solution  will  be  available  at  the  Centre  in  1946, 
and  with  this  preparation  one  injection  of  200,000  units  is  sufficient  for  Acute 
Gonorrhcea.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  the  effect  of  this  on  Chronic  Gonorrhoea. 

Syphilis.  9 cases  (4  male,  5 female)  under  1 year  attended 
the  Centre  during  the  year  for  the  first  time.  5 cases  (2  male,  .3  female),  over  15 
years,  attended  the  Centre  for  the  fist  time. 


The  cases  under  one  year  were  referred  by  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  and  where 
cases  are  treated  from  birth  a satisfactory  cure  can  be  expected.

THE  FIGURES  fN  BRACKETS  ARE  SERVICE  CASES 
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The  cases  attending  over  15  years  of  age,  were  referred  by  eye  specialists. 
They  were  referred  by  their  own  doctors  to  the  specialists  for  disorders  of  vision. 
At  this  age  treatment  will  improve  but  the  possibility  of  cure  is  remote. 

Pathological  Work. — A second  microscope  for  dark  ground  examination 
is  very  necessary.  An  incubator  to  perform  Cultural  Examinations  for  Gonorrhoea 
was  ordered  in  May  1945,  but  was  not  delivered  during  1945.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  it  will  be  delivered  to  the  Centre  early  in  1946. 

916  Microscopic  examinations  were  made  for  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea 
during  the  year. 

1,422  Specimens  of  Blood  and  16  Specimens  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fluid  were 
sent  for  Biological  examination  to  an  Approved  Laboratory  during  the  year. 

Syphilis. — 37  Barnsley  cases  and  33  West  Riding  cases  attended  the  Centre 
for  first  time  during  1945. 

Gonorrhoea.  — '71  Barnsley  cases  and  71  West  Riding  cases  attended  the 
Centre  for  first  time  during  1945. 

N.V.D. — 90  Barnsley  cases  and  72  West  Riding  cases  attended  the  Centre 
for  first  time  during  1945. 

Total. — 198  Barnsley  Cases  and  176  West  Riding  cases  attended  the  Centre 
for  first  time  during  1945. 

One  Barnsley  case  and  one  West  Riding  case  were  reported  to  the  M.O.H's 
of  the  respective  areas  for  defaulting  during  the  year  under  Regulation  33B  by  the 
M.O.  of  the  Centre.  Both  Authorities  took  proceedings  against  the  defaulters. 

Particulars  of  the  visiting  of  V.D.  patients  and  the  results  of  such  visits  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  V.D.  Visitor  for  1945. 

Change  of  Sessions. — During  the  second  half  of  the  year  under  report  the 
Monday  night  male  session  was  changed  to  Monday  mornings  and  the  Monday 
afternoons  female  session  was  changed  to  Monday  nights.  This  gives  the  male, 
patients  on  night  work  chance  to  see  the  Medical  Officer  on  Monday  mornings 
and  for  females  who  are  working  during  the  day  to  see  the  Medical  Officer  on 
Monday  nights. 
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BLIND  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  Henshaw,  the  Assistant  Supervisor,  for  the  following 
report  ; — 

AREA. 

In  addition  to  the  Barnsley  area,  the  County  Borough  by  arrangement  with 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  administer  Blind  Welfare  Services  covering 
approximately  an  area  of  seven  miles  surrounding  Barnsley. 

BLIND  POPULATION. 

The  numbers  of  registered  blind  persons  under  the  care  of  the  Department 
and  a comparison  with  previous  years  are  as  follows  ;

In  the  Barnsley  area  7 new  cases  were  registered  and  13  deaths  occurred 
amongst  those  previously  registered,  4 cases  came  into  Barnsley  from  outside 
areas,  and  3 Barnsley  cases  removed  out  of  the  area.  2 were  de-certified  (one 
through  successful  cataract  operation  and  one  through  medical  treatment), 
making  a net  decrease  of  7 at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  West  Riding  Area,  there  have  been  22  new  cases  registered  and  30 
deaths  occurred  amongst  those  previously  registered  ; 2 cases  removed  into  the 
area  and  5 removed  out  of  the  area.  2 were  de-certified  (both  after  successful 
cataract  operations)  making  a net  decrease  of  13  for  the  year. 

One  of  the  successful  cataract  operations  was  a case  where  the  person  concerned 
was  a man  85  years  of  age. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  figures  that  the  number  of  blind  persons 
in  the  West  Riding  area  has  shown  decreases  for  the  past  four  years,  so  has  Barnsley 
for  the  first  time  since  the  Department  was  taken  over  by  the  Corporation.  As 
the  majority  of  blind  are  persons  of  advanced  years  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that 
the  death  rate  will  at  times  exceed  the  number  of  new  registrations.

EMPLOYMENT  OF  BLIND  PERSONS. 

Owing  to  shortage  of  labour  due  to  war  conditions,  many  blind  men  and  women 
who  had  previously  been  classified  as  “ unemployable  ” have  been  found  willing 
and  able  to  work  in  open  industry  to  the  satisfaction  of  their  employers  and  work- 
mates and  themselves.  A great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  in  an  effort  to  place 
suitable  blind  persons  in  this  kind  of  work. 

Unfortunately,  the  type  of  industry  in  the  Barnsley  area  is  not  as  suitable 
as  in  other  areas,  and,  therefore,  the  effort  has  only  had  a very  meagre  response.

In  addition  to  these  war  time  placements,  employment  for  blind  persons  has 
been  provided  by  the  Corporation  over  a number  of  years  through  the  institution 
of  a workshop  for  the  manufacture  of  hosiery  and  basket  making.  This  is  one 
of  the  most  satisfactory  features  of  Blind  Welfare  Service,  as  by  this  means  the 
blind  earn  part  of  their  own  living,  feel  a measure  of  independence,  mind  and  time 
is  occupied,  and  the  exercise  has  a beneficial  effect  on  health. 

DISABLED  PERSONS  (EMPLOYMENT)  ACT,  1944. 

Since  the  Blind  Persons’  Act  of  1920,  the  blind  have  been  a privileged  people 
in  comparison  with  other  classes  of  disabled  persons,  particularly  in  respect  of 
the  provision  of  employment  in  sheltered  workshops  and  home-workers  schemes. 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  this  Act,  employable  blind  persons,  will, 
in  future,  be  put  on  a similar  basis  to  other  disabled  persons. 
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The  above  Act  requires  that  disabled  persons  (including  the  blind)  requiring 
employment  should  have  their  names  placed  on  a register  kept  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  Employment  Exchange,  who  will  be  responsible  for  all  future  place- 
ments. 

It  will  also  be  the  duty  of  employers  to  give  employment  to  persons  registered 
as  disabled  according  to  a prescribed  quota. 

* . 

In  the  Barnsley  area,  12  males  and  3 females  have  had  their  names 
registered,  and  12  males  and  5 females  in  the  West  Riding  C.C.  area. 

HOME  VISITING  SERVICES. 

Four  Home  Visitors  to  the  Blind  are  normally  employed  in  the  Blind  Welfare 
Department,  but  Mrs.  M.  H.  Bell  resigned  in  March,  to  take  up  a similar  appoint- 
ment in  another  area,  and  Mrs.  A.  Firth  resigned  in  December. 

Owing  to  a shortage  of  this  kind  of  worker,  neither  of  these  vacancies  had  been 
filled  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  to  the  homes  was 
f-herefore  less  than  previous  years. 

The  Department  has,  however,  been  fortunate  in  having  a full  complement 
of  Staff  during  the  previous  war  years,  when  other  departments  were  being 
severely  handicapped  by  war  service  demands.  Over  4,000  visits  to  the  blind  have 
been  made  during  the  year.  These  systematic  visits  are  very  much  appreciated 
by  the  blind,  providing  opportunities  for  the  teaching  of  Braille  reading  and 
writing;  keeping  the  blind  person  in  touch  withTocal  and  national  events,  and 
the  rendering  of  many  small  offices  of  assistance  which  he  cannot  render  himself. 

PREMISES. 

The  premises  at  Pitt  Street  in  addition  to  providing  office  and  workshop 
accommodation,  are  also  used  as  a Social  centre  for  those  whose  disability  does 
not  compel  them  to  stay  indoors  all  the  time. 

Social  centres  are  also  provided  at  Wombwell  and  Hoyland,  and  social  fun- 
tions  are  arranged  whereby  the  blind  of  Barnsley  meet  the  blind  of  the  W.R.C.C. 
for  entertainment  and  competitive  games. 

Hiking  and  Rambling  parties  are  arranged  from  time  to  time,  which  in  addition 
to  the  pleasure  of  an  outdoor  outing,  is  also  a means  of  providing  healthy  exercise,

WIRELESS  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

All  blind  persons  requiring  a wireless  set  have  been  provided  with  one 
through  the  generosity  of  the  British  “ Wireless  for  the  Blind  ” Christmas  Appeal 
Fund,  and  the  Barnsley  & District  Joint  Blind  Welfare  Committee  have  continued 
to  pay  for  maintenance  repairs. 

This  Committee  has  also  been  responsible  for  the  sending  of  a number  of 
blind  persons  to  seaside  holiday  homes  with  very  good  results  to  those  concerned. 

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

The  department  is  not  only  concerned  with  registration  and  welfare  services 
tor  the  blind,  but  is  also  actively  interested  in  pre'ventative  measures  by  system- 
atic examination  of  border  line  cases  by  Ophthalmic  Surgeons,  provision  of 
spectacles  and  medical  attention. 
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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

There  were  127  cases  under  Statutory  Supervision  at  the  end  of  the  year — 
59  males  and  68  females. 


OCCUPATIONAL  CENTRE.  • 

The  work  of  the  Occupational  Centre  has  continued  throughout  the  year. 
The  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  26  : — 18  girls  and  8 boys. 

The  classes  for  girls  of  all  ages  and  boys  under  16  years  of  age  are  held  on 
Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons  from  1-30  to  4 p.m. 

The  class  for  the  older  boys  is  held  on  Friday  afternoons. 

The  centre  is  much  enjoyed  by  the  patients.  It  provides  social  interests  for 
them  and  the  handwork  and  activities  are  graded  in  accordance  with  their  limited 
capacity  for  learning.  Various  kinds  of  handwork  are  taught  and  the  patients 
make  useful  articles  and  simple  garments  for  themselves. 

The  home  teaching  of  patients  who  for  various  reasons  cannot  attend  the 
centre  has  been  continued. 


We  find  that  this  service  is  much  appreciated  by  the  parents. 

Miss  Laird,  the  Board  of  Control  Inspector,  visited  the  centre  twice  during 
the  year,  namely  on  the  7th  May  and  the  14th  December  and  on  the  13th  December 
visited  the  home  teaching  cases.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Leeds  Authority  for 
allowing  the  staff  to  visit  their  large  Centre  (East  Leeds  Centre).  Several  whole 
day  visits  were  paid  in  September  and  October  and  the  experience  gained  was 
found  interesting,  instructive,  and  very  helpful.
